THE PHILOSOPHY OF BEARDS. 

The woaring of the beard was, by some 
nations, atrietly regarded as a religious rite, 
from which dispensation was possible, Even 
ifs management Became a matter of grave. 
importance. The Tartars estimated tho Per- 
sians as ud better: than infidels, forasnuch 
as they would not adopt their custom of cut- 
ting the whiskers. A long and sxyuinary 
war was waged owing to their obstinacy, 
which aroge~from a national senee of honor, 
So highly did the Porsians value the beard 
that, necording to St. Chrysostom, their kings 
had this national age. woven or. mat- 
ted with gold thread. This style of hirsuite 
ornamentation was, improved. upon in subse- 
quent ages by the rulers of France, who. had 
their flowing begrds fastened with gold but- 
tons. Nouo need be told what a vast_ value 
the Turks set upon their beards, Sooner 
than be dospoited of them, they would prefer 


branded; may,even accept death itself. Only 
slaves who attend the seraglios are'shavon, 
as o-tokon of servitude. The Arab is known 
to preserve his beard with scrupulous care, 
aimost bordering -on devotion; in all pro. 
bability, out of respect for the Islam Prophet, 
who (wore this majestic mark of muwhood, 


is -traceable to extromely remote times, and 
was constantly practiced by tho Jews. and 


the ceremonies olkerved is to sprinkle scontéd 
water, on-tho beard of the visitint, and then 
to perfyme it with aloes wood. . 


Among the ancient Greeks and: Tomans 
tho beard was an object of great vencration. 
Not only ao, bat it was considered to possess 
some oceult charm, and regarded as a'‘sacred 

edge of confidence and proieaiien. Accord. 
ing to the Grecian mythology, when Thetis 
sought lo avenge the wrongs of her son, ahe 
erobraced’ tho knees of Jupiter and touched 
his beard in,supplication. . Another illustra. 
tion of this 1s presented in the plaintive story 
The former thought 
if he could but touch. the warrior'a' beard his 
life would not have’ beon forfeited. The 
Greeks did not ‘commetice to, discdrd the 
beard wnlil the time Alexander the Great, 
who ordered the Macedonians to cut off the 
same, simply asa precautionary ncasure, lest 
when in‘tnttle such would 4fford the enemy: 
an undue advantage: This praction “was 
nhandoned in Justinian’s reign, when long 
beards once wore cime into vogue. The 
philosophers, however, always distinguished 
themselves from the vulgar in this respect, 
by suffering their beards to grow, irrespective 
of the imperial maudite to the contrary. 


With the Normans the leard was held in

were universally disregarded. Somutines they 
led to popular outbursts. It it said that 
upon Harold dispatehing scouts into” the 
camp of William L, they retitrned in ecstasy 
at the cheering prospect of a speedy victory. 
They. reported that- their enemies wore not 
soldiers but priests, having all shaven faces !- 
Singular to.say, on the seal of William the 
Conqueror be-appears with both moustaches 
and beard. ‘ DE : 


Tho fashion of wearing beards obtained in 
France till Louis XII. ascended tho throne. 
The premature death of his sire, Henry IV., 
caused a ravolution ix ‘this euston, though 
the Duke. of Sully, did not conform to the 
dregs of his courtiers; Being once ridiculed 
tor hig. obstinacy, he said tothe King, ‘Sire, 
when your illustrious father did me the 
honor to consult me on his weighty affairs, 
the first act of his was to send off all the 
Duffoons and stage dancers of his court.” 
Beards were again worn in tho reign of Louis 
XIV. Conde, Corneille, and Moliore, like 
tlio ancient kings of Franca, took iauch pride 
in their bearde, Duprat, the famous Bishop 
of Clermont, who built the Jesuits’ -Church 
at Paris, ig reputed to have.had the finest 
beard ever known—" too fine a beard for a 
Uisbop,”- as the canons of his cahederal 
thought. Heneo they came to tha rude re- 
solve to denude him of it,a0d actually made 
the attempt'one day in church. The prelate, 
perceiving the dean and others with the in- 
struments of tortira in the shape of scissors, 
razor, ote., made-the best haste he cauld. out 
of the edifice, and fled some leagues off to the 
castle of Beauregard. Here he’ pincd, and 
at length died, it is said, through sheer 
vexation, ‘ 


Tho Eastern and 0 eastern Churchés have 
not only had Controversies respecting points 
of doctrine and discipline; they have had 
disputes concerning beards. Ono church 
enjoyéd that ceclesinsties should wear thern. 
Another church positively prohibited this 
usage by express constitution de radendis 
barbis. Even the Greeks were scandulized at 
the beardless images of saints in Roman Ca- 
tholie plices of worship. The Roman clergy 
once assumed the right of legislating on the 
matter of beards. ‘The hirsuite ornament of 
Henry I. for exangple, was condemned by, 
@ pulpit ; and so persist-, 
ently that the King, to get rid of euch fulini., 
nations, had to yield to their demand.’- Yet, 
vobwithstanding this, in’ tweuty ycara wo 
find the beard on the effigy of HenryIl- In 
after time tho board was carefully cultivated, 
and worn with pride, How, touching that 
ingident’ at the’ execution of Sir Thomas 
“More,'when he drew bis teouting beard aside 
from the fatalax, and naively remarked to 
the executioner, “My beard bag not been
